$155,000 for the outfit, and th a t of 
increasing the tax levy for w ater p u r­ 
pose one mill to allow for increased 
r. ntals for city fire hy drants and flush 
tank* failed to carry, and th e w ater 
question is now in th e sam e shape 
*hat t was a year ago. 
A very light vo te w as registered, the 
vital vote being but 582. 
L ittle inter- 
v*st was taken on the p a rt of th e citi- 
r.ens generally. 
In each case a tw o 
r.hlrds majority of the vote c a st was 
necessary to carry the proposition, and 
’hit was lacking in each case. 
The 
proposition to increase 
the tax levy 
aeked hut 80 votes of carrying, while 
the municipal ow nership proposition 
fell short by a vote of 203.

neither proposition carried, and the 
situation is exactly as it was l*efore.
